0 0 0. 
Eig ht bu siness firms on the 
first floor of the three-story 
brick 
stru ctu re 
su ffered 
the 
g reatest losses, mostly from wa­ 
ter. The bu ilding itself, was not 
damag ed badly . 
The blaze, which was of u n­ 
known orig in, started in the 
basement. Firemen, u nable to 
see it well throu g h thick smoke, 
directed their hose onto the 
third floor and the water seeped 
throu g h the whole place. In 90 
minu tes they had the fire u nder 
control and in three hou rs it was 
ou t. 
The bu ilding , property of heirs 
of Au g u st Barth, has not been 
u sed for shows since abou t 1912. 
The stag e and au ditoriu m were 
taken ou t sev eral y ears ag o. The 
stru ctu re was damag ed by the 
1937 Ohio riv er flood. 


Franco Tro o ps 
Sweeping Into 
Fallen Madrid 


Last Vestig es o f Spanish Lo y ­ 
alist Go v ernment Being 
Wiped Out by the 
Insurg ents. 


Madrid, March 29 (ZP)—Thou ­ 
sands of nationalist troops pou r­ 
ed throu g h the abandoned de­ 
fenses of the Spanish repu blic 
today to wipe ou t the last v es­ 
tig es of repu blicanism in central 
and sou theastern Spain. 
Ex cept for the cleanu p, the 
war was ov er. 
Thou sands of Spaniards, Moors 
and Italians u nder the red and 
g old banners of Francisco Fran­ 
co, g eneralissimo of nationalist 
armies and cau dillo (chieftain) 
of the new au thoritarian g ov ern­ 
ment, v /ere g arrisoned in Madrid. 
Until y esterday , the 9 8 4th day 
of the Spanish civ il war and the 
8 7 2nd of Madrid’s sieg e, the me­ 
tropolis was the principal citadel 
and sy mbol of repu blican resist­ 
ance. 
Today it still rang to shou ts 
of “Viv a Franco . . . Arriba Es- 
pana!” — “Long Liv e F ranco... 
Up Spain!” 
While nationalist armies mop­ 
ped u p “pocketed” forces of the 
su rrendered repu blic in central 
and sou thern Spain, Gen. Jose 
Miaja, once hailed as “Sav ior of 
Madrid,” was reported in Valen­ 
cia neg otiating for early entry 
of Franco’s troops into that big 
port city . 
Miaja, head of the su rrendered 
national defense cou ncil, the last 
org an of Spanish repu blicanism, 
had fled to Valencia ahead of the 
nationalist march into Madrid. 
W ith him were leaders of the 
defense cou ncil g ov ernment, ex ­ 
cept for War Minister Seg ismu n- 
do Casado 
knd Foreig n Minister 
Ju lian Besteiro. 
These two remained at their 
homes in Madrid, where they 
had placed themselv es at the 
disposal of the nationalists. An 
earlier report had said that 
Casado accompanied Miaja. 
A nationalist spokesman said 
that captu re of 40,000 repu blican 
soldiers in the collapse of de­ 
fense lines in the Madrid, Toledo 
and Cordoba zones had boosted 
to nearly half a million the nu m­ 
ber of prisoners taken by Franco 
since the war started. 
“We still hav e a job of work in 
cleaning u p the red forces in the 
remainder of Spain bu t it will 
be a walk-ov er,” he said. “The

Hig hway Traffic 
Deaths Decline 
During February 


Chicag o, March 29 (JP) — Hig h­ 
way traffic deaths declined 12 
per cent in Febru ary , the 16th 
consecu tiv e month to show few­ 
er 
fatalities 
ths*L 
the 
same 
month of the preceding y ear. 
The nation’s Febru ary death 
toll was 1,810, or 250 less than 
that of Febru ary , 1938, the Na­ 
tional Safety Cou ncil reported 
today . It raised to 8,900 the the­ 
oretical nu mber of liv es sav ed 
on streets and hig hway s since 
the record period of u nbroken 
traffic improv ement beg an in 
Nov ember, 1937 .* 
Added to the 210 liv es sav ed in 
Janu ary , 
the 
Febru ary 
mark 
made the 1939 total 460. Both 
the Janu ary and Febru ary death 
totals were the lowest for those 
months since 1933. 
A most encou rag ing phase of 
the su stained improv ement, the 
cou ncil said, was that it came 
withou t a decrease in trav el. In 
1938 the 19 per cent death re­ 
du ction was accomplished with 
no chang e in mileag e from 1937 . 
In Janu ary this y ear the record 
was better, the 8 per cent cu t in 
deaths coming with an 8 per 
cent increase in trav el. 
Based on mileag e, the motor 
v ehicle death rate actu ally was 
15 per cent lower in Janu ary 
than in Janu ary , 1938. Febru ary 
mileag e fig u res were not av ail­ 
able. 
Redu ction in traffic deaths 
this y ear was recorded by all 
sections of the cou ntry ex cept 
the Pacific states which had a 
5 per cent increase. By states, 
Wy oming led with a drop of 69 
per 
cent, 
followed 
by 
New 
Hampshire with 67 per cent. New 
York theoretically sav ed the most 
liv es, 8 3; Tex as followed with 54. 
Cities reported a 9 per cent 
decline in deaths from Janu ary , 
1938, to Janu ary , 1939, contrasted 
to the national decrease of 12 
per cent. For the two months, 
howev er, the city record was bet­ 
ter with a drop of 12 per cent 
compared with 
a national de­ 
crease of IO per cent.

Washing ton, March 29 (JP) — 
Senator Norris (Ind-Neb) said 
today he had “g ained the im­ 
pression” in conv ersations with 
President Roosev elt 
th at

chief ex ecu tiv e does not want to 
ru n for a third term. 
Norris, an admisistration su p­ 
porter and third term adv ocate, 
ex plained 
that the President 
nev er had actu ally told him 
whether he wou ld ru n ag ain. 
Another u su ally well-informed 
senator, asking anony mity , told 
reporters he had au thentic in­ 
formation th at Mr. Roosev elt 
nev er had g iv en any definite 
word on the third term issu e to 
his family or his closest adv is­ 
ers. 
In a recent ex chang e of letters 
with John Boettig er, the Pres­ 
ident’s son-in-law, Elliott Roose­ 
v elt said that when his father 
reached a decision on a third 
term he wou ld “annou nce it to 
the world a t larg e.” 
Elliott Roosev elt earlier had 
said Vice President Garner was 
“in the driv er’s seat” as a likely 
Democratic presidential candi­ 
date in 1940. Boettig er, a Se­ 
attle pu blisher, had replied that 
people in his section were in­ 
sisting “y ou r pa has g ot to stand 
for a third term.

On Many Items 
To Bellig erents 


Senato r Pittman Wo uld In­ 
clude Thing s That Go 
Into War Mater­ 
ials. 


Washing ton, March 29 (JP)— 
Senator Pittm an (D-Nev ) chal­ 
leng ed adv ocates of a mandatory 
neu trality law today to su pport 
an embarg o on oil, cotton, copper 
and other war su pplies or to ac­ 
cept his proposal to sell Ameri­ 
can arms to bellig erents on a 
“cash and carry ” basis. 
“J don’t see how any leg islator 
actu ated by morality can con­ 
sistently fav or an embarg o on 
arms, ammu nition and imple­ 
ments of war u nless he v otes for 
an embarg o on all other m ateri­ 
als u sed in their manu factu re,” 
Pittm an said. 
Members of the senate foreig n 
relations committee ex pressed 
conflicting v iews as they were 
called tog ether to consider order­ 
ing hearing s on sev eral proposals 
to chang e or ex tend the neu tral­ 
ity act. 
Senator LaFollette (Prog -Wis) 
said he was opposed to the P itt­ 
man “cash and carry ” scheme, 
and Senator Borah (R-Idaho) 
said: 
“I am standing pat on the idea 
that this cou ntry shou ld prohibit 
the shipment of armaments or 
mu nitions to any nation.” 
The present neu trality law, 
when inv oked by the President, 
forbids shipment of arms to war­ 
ring nations. It permits the sale 
of other materials for cash, if 
the pu rchaser transports them 
in foreig n ships. 
These 
proposals hav e been 
su g g ested for rev ising the law: 
By Senator Pittm an—To ex ­ 
pand the “cash and carry ” prov i­ 
sion by placing mu nitions within 
its scope. 
By Senators Ny e (R-ND), Bone 
(D-Wash) and Clark (D-Mo)—to 
g iv e cong ress, as well as the 
President, power to inv oke the 
neu trality act and to place all 
su pplies other than mu nitions on 
a “cash and carry ” basis. 
By Senators Thomas (D-Utah)

A storag e g arag e belong ing to 
John Hawley was destroy ed by 
fire at New Salem this morn­ 
ing . 
The blaze, believ ed to hav e 
started 
from 
an 
ov erheated 
stov e, was discov ered abou t nine 
o’clock. 
Located 
on 
the Clarksbu rg 
road at the west edg e of New Sa­ 
lem, the bu ilding was principal­ 
ly u sed by Hawley as a storag e 
place. 
The owner keeps his 
tru ck, which he driv es for the 
Ru sh Cou nty Mills, in this g ar­ 
ag e. 
Volu nteers sav ed the tru ck 
and a small au tomobile from 
the bu rning bu ilding and it was 
said that these were the princi­ 
pal contents of the g arag e at 
the time of the fire. 
Front part of the one-story 
stru ctu re was made of concrete 
blocks while an annex in the 
rear was constru cted of wood. 
The fire bu rned rapidly and 
within an hou r only the block 
walls were; left standing 
and 
these were threatening to cav e 
in. 
A Ru shv ille fire department 
pu mper was sent to the scene to 
aid New Salem residents in pre­ 
v enting the fire from spread­ 
ing . A shift of the wind, how­ 
ev er, which blew the sparks 
away from the town, g reatly les­ 
sened the dang er of a g eneral 
fire. 
Local firemen u sed a booster 
hose with a .New Salem bu cket 
brig ade 
keeping 
the pu mper 
tank filled with water. 
Chief 
Joe Brown and Firemen Dick 
Smith, Malcolm Newkirk 
and 
Jim Brown manned the tru ck.. 
It was no t learned whether 
any insurance was carried o n 
the building . 


Washing ton, March 29 (A5) — 
President Roosev elt, departing in 
mid-afternoon for a 10-day v isit 
to his “other home” at Warm 
Spring s, Ga., is leav ing cong ress 
embroiled in a half dozen major 
scraps. 
Neu trality , labor relations, re­ 
lief, farm aid, social secu rity and 
tax leg islation will keep the leg ­ 
islators bu sy while he is away . 
Some of the issu es may come to 
a head du ring th at time and 
produ ce the most heated arg u ­ 
ments of the session. 
Before g oing to Warm Spring s, 
Mr. Roosev elt will stop tomorrow 
at the famou s Tu skeg ee Insti­ 
tu te, Neg ro school fou nded at 
Tu skeg ee, Ala., by the late Book­ 
er T. Washing ton. He will make 
a brief talk to the stu dents. 
Then he will driv e to nearby 
Au bu rn to v isit the Alabama 
Poly technic 
institu te, 
second 
oldest co-edu cational school in 
the Sou th. En rou te to Warm 
Spring s he will make a short 
stop at Opelika, Ala. 
In addition to cong ressional 
dev elopments, Mr. Roosev elt will 
be kept informed abou t the for­ 
eig n situ ation. The end of the 
Spanish civ il war places two 
problems before the adm inistra­ 
tion: When to recog nize the v ic­ 
toriou s Franco reg ime and when 
to lift the embarg o on mu nitions 
shipments to Spain. 
Officials said that remov al of 
the embarg o, which was applied 
u nder the neu trality law, need 
not await recog nition of Franco. 
Secretary Hu ll is collecting in­ 
formation on the whole Spanish 
qu estion before deciding on the 
latter step. 
The g eneral problem of chang ­ 
ing 
the 
neu trality 
law 
was 
brou g ht u p today before the sen­ 
ate foreig n relations committee. 
Mr. Roosev elt has su g g ested re­ 
v ision, contending th at in its 
present form the law mig ht en­ 
g ender rather than remov e war 
threats. 
The President’s $552,000,000 de­ 
fense prog ram has hu rdled most 
cong ressional barriers, bu t other 
spending proposals are stirring 
u p bitter controv ersies. 
A compromise appeared likely 
on the President’s repeated re­ 
qu est for $150,000,000 to stav e off 
drastic WPA cu ts. Some econo­ 
my adv ocates hav e opposed any 
ex tra money . 
Mr. Roosev elt won one mone­ 
tary v ictory last nig ht when the 
(Tu rn to Pa g e S ix)

Referring to the chief ex ecu ­ 
tiv e’s requ est, the committee said 
in a report criticizing some WPA 
operations th at “it feels th at its 
proposal is on the side of liber­ 
ality .” 
The $100,000,000, it said, wou ld 
make the total av ailable for WPA 
in the present fiscal y ear $2,163,- 
868,406, compared with $1,427 ,- 
7 01,994 in the preceding y ear and 
$1,833,456,97 1 in the y ear before. 


Washing ton, March 29 (JP)— 
Encou rag ed by hou se rejection 
of farm parity pay ments, con­ 
g ressional economy 
l e a de r s 
cou nted today on su pport of dis­ 
appointed farm belt members in 
their efforts to cu t President 
Roosev elt’s $150,000,000 WPA re­ 
qu est. 
The hou se threw ou t the $250,-

departm ent appropriation bill is 
considered in their chamber.

If the jo u rnal o f the American Med ical Asso ­ 
ciatio n is right, the hu man life sp an may u lti­ 
mately reach 10S y ears fro m a basic twenty -o ne 
y ears req u ired fo r co mp lete skeletal gro wth. 
That was abo u t the av erage age o f man in the 
Mid d le Ages, when it went u p in France d u ring 
the eighteenth centu ry to twenty -nine y ears 
and in the United States at late as 1915 to fo rty - 
eight y ears—and is still go ing u p . The asso cia­ 
tion no tes that lo ngev ity is still a m atter o f in­ 
d iv id u al p ractice, bu t affected by hered ity , es­ 
p ecially in the ru ral d istricts. 
“The d ay s o f o u r y ears are three-sco re and 
ten,” say s the Ho ly Writ, bu t the assertio n was 
mad e a go o d many y ears ago . Since then Alex ­ 
and er Graham Bell, after stu d y ing the reco rd s 
of the Hy d e family , so me 8,800 ind iv id u als, came 
to the co nclu sio n that the y o u nger the p arents, 
the lo nger liv ed the child ren, su bject, o f co u rse, 
to the inev itable ex cep tio ns. 
The p ro blem o f 
co nq u ering d isease enters largely into the su m­ 
matio n. The resu lt has been bro u ght abo u t by 
the d isco v eries in med icine, hy giene, p ro p hy ­ 
lax is and su rgery . Many o ld d iseases hav e been 
p ractically wip ed o u t that o nce nu mbered their 
v ictims in the millio ns, su ch as the rabies and 
smallp o x and blo o d p o iso ning d u e to wo u nd s.

The fo rmer Harv ard law pro ­ 
fesso r made his newest co n­ 
tributio n in a separate o pinio n 
y esterday agreeing that federal 
emplo y es hav e no co nstitutio nal 
immunity fro m state tax atio n 
and state emplo y es are subject 
to federal tax atio n. 
Frankfurter described 
as a 
“ seductiv e cliche” a statement by 
Chief J ustice J o hn Marshall in 
1819 that “ the po wer to tax in­ 
v o lv es the po wer to destro y .” 
Marshall made this assertio n 
in a famo us o pinio n ho lding 
that Mary land co uld no t tax the 
United States bank. 
Describing the statement as

“ unfo rtunate 
remark,” 
Frankfurter said it was written
